Dixon rural firemen plowec 
through heavy snowa.^ 
night to check a>fire raging 
through a farm home locatec 
on rt. 1 three miles west oi 
the city. 


Three pieces of equipment 


were brought to the home of 
Arnold McGaffey, 46, Rt. 1, 
Dixon, to quell flames which 
originated hi a kitchen wing, 
and spread to the upstairs 
section. 


Two pumpers were 
brought 


from 
the 
Dixon headquarters. 


They were soon augmented by a 
third, brought from Grand Detour, 
in a well-organized display of 
rural fire-fighting under difficult 
climatic conditions. 


McGaffey, the owner of the 


dwelling which he has occupied 
for 35 years, told newsmen that he 
was seated in the living room with 
his wife, Eva, when he "heard a 
crackling in the kitchen." 


Locates Fire 


He said he went out to locate 


the sound and found flames break- 
ing through a wall section. He said 
the power failed and he was un- 
able to pump water from a power- 
driven pump. 


Mrs. McGaffey. meanwhile, was 


forced to walk about 500 yards to 
the home of a neighbor to sum- 
mon firemen. She had first at- 
tempted to use the family truck 
but it was in the snow piled in 
the driveway. 


No Estimate 


Damage to the two and one- 


lalf story home was extensive. No 
estimate of the loss was given but 
most of the kitchen was destroyed 
and an upstairs bedroom received 
leavy damage. There was also ex- 
tensive smoke and wire damage 
hroughout the home.

Judgeship Suit 
To High Court 
Raises Doubt as to 
Plans for '52 GOP 
Primary Candidacy 


State's Atty. Morey Pires 


Dixon, is still seeking a seat 
on the circuit bench. 


Late Monday he filed a no- 


tice of appeal to the state su- 
preme court with Circuit 
Clerk John O. Shaulis asking 
that the judgment entered 
Nov. 30 by the Lee county cir- 
cuit court be reversed and 
that his amended complaint 
be tried here on its merits. Judge 
William M. Carroll allowed the 
motions of Judges Robert 
L. 


Bracken, Harry E. Wheat and 
Leon A. Zick that Pires' amended 
complaint be stricken and the bal- 
lot recount suit be dismissed. 


Plans for '52 


The appeal aroused speculation 


in Lee county political circles over 
Pires' plans for the 1952 primary 
in April. It is doubtful if the su- 
preme court will rule on his appeal 
before the March term. 


In the June 4 judicial election 


Pires, Wheat and Zick were the 
Republican candidates while Rob- 
ert L. Bracken, an independent 
Republican, ran on the Democratic 
ticket against the other three. 


When election results were tabu- 


lated they showed that incumbent 
•Judges Wheat and Zick were vic- 
torious an*- that Bracken edged 
out Pires by BS votes in the five 
counties. However, Judge Bracken 
rolled up a 1,600 vote majority in 
Lee county alone. 


1 
Asked Recount 


Pires filed suit July 2 asking 


that a recount of the five counties 
be called. He claimed that instruc- 
tional sent to county clerks were 
incorrect and that Judge Bracken 
had received more than 168 votes 
that were counted incorrectly. 


Judge Carroll entered an order 


Nov. 7 dismissing the 
original 


complaint by Pires. An amended 
complaint was submitted Nov. 13. 
Judges Wheat, Zick and Bracken 
entered motions to strike this 
amended complaint and Judge Car- 
roll ordered it dismissed. 


With his remedies exhausted in 


Lee county circuit court, Pires has 
taken his suit to the state supreme 
court.

74 Chinese and North Ko- 
rean prisoners. 


General Matthew B. Ridgway'8 


headquarters in Tokyo said it un- 
derstood the Communist list in- 
cludes Maj., Gen. William F. Dean, 
lost commander of the U.S. 24th 
division. Dean has been missing 
since the fall of Taejon in July 
1950. 


Communist newsmen at Pan- 


munjom said Associated Press 
photographer Frank Noel wu 
also listed. 


Capitulated To UJT. 


Lists were exchanged Tuesday 


when Communist truce negotiator* 
suddenly capitulated to U.N. de* 
mands. The prisoner subcommit- 
tee recessed until Thursday. Rear 
Adm. R. E. Libby, U.N. member 
of the committee, said the pur- 
pose was to study the lists. 


Brig. Gen. William P. Nuckols, 


U.N. spokesman, elaborated: 


"The Communist lists have not 


yet been verified. They probably 
include errors, omissions and po§- 
sibly fictitious additions.

Filipino, French, six Australian, 
four South African, three Jap- 
anese, and one each from Canada, 
Greece and The Netherlands. 


Short of Estimate 


The Communist lists fell far 


short of previous public Allied 
estimates of perhaps 100,000 or 
more. 


The 3,198 Americans listed a* 


prisoners compare with approxi- 
mately 12,000 Americans officially 
listed as missing in action. 


But a reliable source in Tokyo 


said there probably was "no great 
disparity" 
between the 
official 


U.S. army estimates of the num- 
ber of prisoners the Reds hold and 
the number announced by the 
Reds. He said that probably many 
of those listed as missing actually 
died in battle. 


Col. James M. Hanley of the 


U.S. Eighth army recently report- 
ed that 5,500 Americans were 
slaughtered by the Reds after 
jeing taken prisoner.

If AH Poultry M<en Cooperate 


"We're having a meeting: for the folks around h«re who might 


be interested in raising broilers," an Iowa produce man told me. 
"You'd better come out." 


"How many farmers do you think will be there?" I asked him 
jt "Oh, there may be 15 or 20!" he said. That sounded hk« quite a 
lot of Interest for this part of the country. So I went to Iowa for 
the meeting. And there were 150 people there? Some of them had 
come 40 and 50 miles! 
« 


In the Middle West one of the 


big troubles has been to find a 
good market for commercial broil- 
ers. A few people have raised 5.000 
or 10.000 birds—and then have had 
trouble selling them. The poultry 
plant wasn't interested. . 


Weekly Need 


Perhaps I can explain why. If 


a plant-got 5,000 broilers one day 
and wouldn't get any more -until 
that grower had another lot to sell 
—they were a problem. People 
wanted broilers, _yes. But they 
wanted them" every -week—not 
every three months' 


Suppose. Instead of one person 


m.jthe community raising broilers 
there were 10 or 20. With each of 
them starting their chicks at a 
different fame and raising four 


lota a year, the plant would have 
a sfeadj' supply of broilers. That's 
quite a different situation Then 
the plant has no problem selling 
them.

"We've been selling 2,000 a 


week," the produce man told the 
farmers at this meeting "Now 
I'm selling 4,000 a week And 1 
can sell 30,000 a week if I have 
them regularly1 If you'll raise 
them.

since 1945 has brought the num-

Stewart and Justus say that in 


areas where farms are relatively 
small the number of tenants has 
dropped sharply But where farms 
ar large growing, the number of 
tenants has remained steady It 
also appears that tenant farm 
tiave grown increasingly larger 
than avei age-sized farms, and 
that renting by part owners has 
increased

Collective Bargaining Is 
Becoming a Dead Letter 


The current steel wage negotiations sharply illustrate an 


aspect of American labor relations that is steadily becoming 
jnore significant It's this: In most major industries, collec- 
tive bargaining is being reduced almost to a fiction.

Collective bargaining is that hallowed process for which 


organized labor fought so long and dearly. It was sanctified 
in the Wagner Act of 1935 and preserved by the Taf t-Hartley 
Act of 1947.

Yet events and attitudes which developed in that 12-year 


interval went far to nullify the principle in actual practice. 
And the unhappy heritage of the period has made an indeli- 
able mark on labor relations in recent years.

Thus we find Benjamin Fairless, president of U. S. Steel 


'Corp., saying on the eve of the new wage talks: "Whether 
pur workers are to get a raise, and how much it will be if 
.they dp, is a matter which probably cannot-be determined by 
'collective bargaining and apparently will have to be decided 
;in Washington."

He added that the present discussions involve broad 


questions of public policy which go far beyond the scope of 


:collective bargaining in these days of wage and price con- 
•trols.

In the light of those remarks, it should surprise no one 
ithatjbe discussions have made little headway up to now. 
.Evidently no real progress can be expected until the federal 
government takes a hand to compel a settlement.

Union chiefs say they want to bargain, and they blame

,Beriously the idea of a strike threat at contract expiration 
•Jan. 1, not with the intent of actually walking out but rather 
(With the hope of scaring industry and the government into

.with labor's. Neither side is ever likely to concede publicly

| therefore frequently felt it wisest to avoid serious bargaining 
.with industry, in the comfortable knowledge they would get 
iricher rewards by waiting for'Washington to step in.

There certainly were times, too, when industry felt that 


.its own chances were better that way, or at least that its 
•case before the stockholders would look stronger if it acted 
Sunder government compulsion.

The control-mitfdedness of wartime Washington official- 


,dom made constant intervention appear more and more log- 
ical and essential. By war's end, it was largely an ingrained 
process. The life and stuffing had gone out of collective bar- 
gaining.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


See Personal Physician for 
Gall Bladder Treatment 


A question which keeps crop- 


ping up has been raised by Mrs. 
I. E. W. who asks whether medi- 
cal treatment is all that is neces- 
sary for inflamed gall bladder, or 
whether it is advisable to have 
the gall bladder removed. 


This problem has been debated 


by doctors for years and even now 
here is no easy answer. In each 
case of inflammation of the gall 
bladder, or cholecystitis, many 
different factors have to be weigh- 
ed before a decision is reached as 
:o whether surgery or medical 
treatment is best. 


For example, one has to con- 


sider whether the gall bladder is 
acutely inflamed or has reached a 
chronic stage. 


The physician 
has 
to judge 


whether he thinks the condition 
will improve (as many do) with- 
out operation; the presence or ab- 
sence of stones in the gall bladder 
may enter into the decision. Im- 
portant in many cases, too, is the 
age and physical condition of 
the patient. 


Perhaps a brief 
discussion of 


this condition will at least be in- 
teresting. 


The function of the gall bladder 


s to store bile and to empty it 
gradually down a small tube into 
the intestines. The bile is manu- 
factured in the liver; when it 
reaches the intestines it greatly 
helps in the digestion of fats. 


Inflammation of the gall blad- 


der may or may not be associated 


with gallstones. 
In about two- 


thirds of the fcholecystitis cases, 
the bile itself is sterile, that 's, 
germs cannot be found in it. 


Chemical agents — apparently 


even the bile itself—as well as 
bacteria, can produce either acute 
or chronic gall bladder inflamma- 
tion. 


When germs are at fault they 


may have come from infection in 
the mouth or throat, or have pass- 
ed up the tube or duct from the 
intestines. 


In acute inflammation of the 


gall bladder, severe but not con- 
stant pain is the first sign of dif- 
ficulty as a rule. 
The pain is 


generally on the right side of the 
abdomtn and is sometimes felt in 
the back under the right shoul- 
der. 
SOME SYMPTOMS 


Nausea, vomiting, slight fever 


and swelling of the entire abdo- 
men may come after a short time. 
The area around the inflamed gall 
bladder is almost always extreme- 
ly tender. 


In 
chronic cholecystitis, the 


symptoms may be much the same 
as in the acute form bufe not as 
severe'. Many of those with chron- 
ic cholecystitis complain of ''gas 
on the stomach," a feeling of full- 
ness after a meal, and similar 
vague 
symptoms. 
Sometimes 


jaundice, or 
yellowness 
of the 


skin, and mucous membranes is 
present. 


JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Trusting Luck Won't Bring Prizes 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


There is a certain spot on the 


ceiling that some bridge players 
look at when they don't know what 
to do. Some players just look up at 
the ceiling with a vacant stare, 
and others find it useful to scratch 
their heads or rub their chins at 
the same time. 


These are very fine things to 


know, to be sure, bvt it's even 
better to know the right way to 
play a hand. Today's hand shows 
the difference. 


West opened the ten of dia- 


monds, East covered with the jack, 
and South won in his hand with 
the king. One glance showed de- 
clarer that he needed three club 
tricks to make his contract, since 
tie could make exactly two tncks 
in each of the other suits. 


South therefore led a club to 


dummy's ace and returned a low 
club from the dummy. East quite 
properly played his low club, and 
South had to guess whether to play 
the queen or the eight of clubs 
from his hand. 


South thought about it for a 


second or two and then looked up 
at the ceiling. This didn't help him, 
for he came out of his huddle by 
finessing the eight of clubs from 
his hand. This allowed West to win 
with the jack, which meant that 
declarer could win only two club 
tricks—not enough for his con- 
tract. 


There is a standard method of 


playing this kind of suit. It is not 
absolutely infallible, but it does 
eliminate guesswork.

leading the eight and letting it ride 
for a finesse. If this finesse loses 
to the king, there is no further 
problem. If it loses to the jack, 
South returns to his hand and 
finesses through West a second 
time, either by leading the nine or 
the queen. 


This method assures three tricks 


in the suit if the honors are divided 
or if West has both the king and 
jack. It fails only if East has both 
king and jack. The odds are 3 to 1 
that three tricks will be developed 
—and there is no need to guess or 
consult a crystal ball.

Cliff Coughlin of the Dixon Eve- 
ning Telegraph, said that the de- 
sire to suppress news is apparent 
both in high governmental offices 
and at the state, county and city 
levels. 


Vitally Important 


"One of the least noticed, but 


vitally important struggles in this 
modern, rapidly—changing society 
ia this fight to control your think- 


•Jing and your actions through the 


m e d i u m of communications," 
Coughlin said. 


"Highly skilled publicists and 


experts on public relations are 
locked in a re'al battle for control 
of your mind," he added: , 


"Some of the so-called propa- 


ganda is legitimate, informative 
and useful. Some of it is expert- 
ly subtle. Sometimes it is a glar- 
ing untruth," he said.

Government, business, labor, farm, 
service and political organizations, 
to name a few, Are hiring men 
who are specialists at capturing 
and forming public opinion.

and balances used by newspaper

"I can tell you quite frankly," 


Coughlin said, "that we are not 
absolutely sure that it is the 
truth. The search for the truth 
Is a constant one and there are 
lany shades of truth. -But you 


bet your last dollar that we 


are coming as close to the truth 
In our national and state coverage 
of news as it is now humanly 
possible."

Coughlin climaxed his talk with 


an appeal to AAUW members to 
demand of their newspapers more 
facts about local, state and na- 
tional government. Above all he 


purged them to be curious and in-

URBANA—A central Illinois 


swine raiser wanted to know why 
he lost 10 of his 80 pigs. He found 
•«ut. 


The diagnostic laboratory of the 


University of Illinois College of 
Veterinary Medicine found that 
his pigs had "swine pox, necrotic 
enteritis, roundworms, stomach 
worms, whipworms and lice." 


Dr. G. T. Woods, extension 


veterinarian 
of the 
veterinary 


college, says everything wrong 
with that swine herd could have 
Jwen prevented by a good herd 
'wnanagement program. He ex- 
plains: 


"Because lice spread swine pox, 


the swine pox probably could have 
been prevented by ridding the pigs 
of the lice. It costs only a few 
cents to spray each pig and its 
quarters with benzene hexachlo- 
ride, lindane or chlordane. And 
that treatment gets rid of mange 
mites as well as lice." 
^ A gtxid program of swine sani- 
tation would have helped to pre- 
vent the necrotic enteritis, round- 
worms, stomach worms and whip- 
worms. Good sanitation also helps 
to prevent many other diseases 
and parasites that endanger swine 
health. 


To raise healthy pigs, start 


with disease-free breeding stock, 
and, practice the McLean county 
system of swine sanitation.

Marine division when the Chinese 
Communists entered the Korean 
war. He was nght there when 
the Reds swooped down from the 
north and the Marines withdrew 
to the Hungnam beachhead. He 
was with a convoy of Marines 
trying to reach an isolated regi- 
ment when the Communists pulled 
an ambush. 


First reports were sketchy, but 


they indicated Pappy was not 
hurt. Two Marines who were with 
him but later escaped said "he 
just sat and knelt in the frozen 
ditch beside the road and snapped 
pictures whenever he could.

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Investigation of Crookedness 
Won't Cure Federal Scandals 


BY JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Before 


public interest in the government 
' scandals subsides there will be 
more investigations and, probably, 
more irregularities exposed. 


But the interest, public shock, 


investigations and exposures will 
be a farcial short-term result un- 
less steps are taken to make fu- 
ture crookedness tougher. 


President Truman said he'll try 


to make it harder for govcrn- 


, ment employes to have outside 


interests. That should help, by 
cutting off some of the avenues 
that lead to crookedness or "in- 
discretions." 


But making crookedness more 


difficult won't keep crooks out, 
no matter whether Democrats or 
Republicans are in the saddle, 
since government employes are 
recruited from the general popu- 
lation and a certain percentage of 
the population is full of larceny. 


• . Government a t t o r n e y s who 
handle tax cases, for instance, will 
show you that the overwhelming 
percentage of tax frauds are com- 
mitted by people who have been 
considered pillars of their com- 
munity. 


In the past year a special com- 


mittee of the senate was set up 
under Senator .Douglas, Illinois 
Democrat, t6 study the problem of 


ethics in government and it re- 
ported: 


None Can Scorn 


" No group in society is in a 


position to point the finger of 
scorn at others. Influence peddlers 
can exist only as long as business- 
men or others are willing to pa- 
tronize them. 


"Favoritism can be a problem 


only when individual men and 
v.-omen seek favors of the govern- 
ment. Gifts, improper pressure, 
and bribes come from outside the 
government, from individuals, or- 
ganizations, 
and from 
groups 


which are part of what we call 
the 'public.' 


"When educational institutions 


which we have long regarded as 
responsible for moral leadership 
are troubled with problems of pro- 
fessionalism, commercialism and 
dishonesty in amateur athletics, it 
is evident that we are all living 
in the same glass house." 


Supply Income Source 


Several months ago the house 


subcommittee investigating 
the 


tax scandals requested that all 
employes of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau be ordered to fill out a 
questionnaire showing all their in- 
come. This- was done. 


But members of congress them- 


selves have shown remarkable 
lethargy in disclosing their in- 


come or its sources. Every year 
since 1947 Republican Senator 
Morse has urged congress'to pass 
a law which would: 


Require all members of con- 


gress and all judges to list—for 
public inspection—all their income 
above their salary. The same 
would apply to other government 
employes making $10,000 a year 
or more. 


President Truman came out for 


pretty much the same plan a 
couple of months ago. 


Congress Ignores It 


But once again congress went 


home for the year without paying 
any attention to the suggestion. 
After it left, the Douglas com- 
mittee proposed a similar plaft 
for action in 1952. 


If the public could see such 


a list of congressmen's income it 
would be table- to tell a little 
better—after a member of con- 
gress plugged for or opposed a 
certain bill—whether he had any 
persbnal interest in it or stood 
to lose or benefit, depending on 
whether it passed or didn't.

Christmas with songs about 129 A. 0. 


"0 Come All Ye Faithful" is beliwed to be one of the old Latin carols 
that were danced as well as sung. We know that many carols were 
danced. This kept them from being approved by the church for cen- 
turies. The word "carol" comes from the Latin "carolaire." a medieval 


ring donee accompanied by singing. 


The music of "0 Come All Ye Faithful" first ap- 
peared in print in 1751. Some credit it to John 
Reading, an English composer. Others say it was 
an old folk song that Reading merely arranged.
